Sees End To 
‘Panic’ Buying

doing some “panic buying” of 
gasoline would “ cool it” and 
avoid nationwide rationing. 
John

Sawhill, 
deputy 
administrator 
of

Federal 
Energy Office, d i s p a t c h e d 
teams of 
investigators 
to 
20 
states as well as the District of 
Columbia 
to 
assist 
local and 
state officials in trying to ease 
the pinch. 
Sawhill said “ a more equita­ 
ble 
distribution 
of 
gasoline” 
was the aim of the FEO in 
meetings 
planned 
with 
state 
governors and others as long 
w'aits for gasoline at service 
stations created growing agita­ 
tion among both drivers and 
station owners. 
Sawhill said spot surveys by 
the FEO showed that half of 
persons 
in 
gasoline 
lines 
already 
had 
at least half a 
tankful of gasoline. “ There is a 
certain 
amount 
of 
panic 
buying,’ he said, with a great 
deal of “ topping off.” 
With more states and local 
jurisdictions turning to manda­ 
tory 
or 
voluntary 
rationing 
plans, 
the 
government 
has 
come under pressure to allevi­ 
ate the problem by going ahead 
with its standby coupon system 
for nationwide rationing. 
But Kenneth Cole, President 
Nixon’s 
domestic 
aifairs 
ad­ 
viser, said in an interview with 
UPI 
that 
the 
President, 
as 
before, continues opposed to all- 
out rationing and the need for 
“ the 30,00©' bureaucrats to run 
it.” 
Energy 
Chief 
William 
E. 
Simon, taking a long weekend 
rest in 
Florida, 
and 
Sawhill 
have repeatedly said rationing 
would be only a “ last resort 
although conceding it was a 50- 
50 possibility. 
In an interview on the CBS- 
TV 
Morning 
News 
program 
today, Sawhill indicated he felt 
chances were improved it could 
be avoided, although he did not 
say so directly. 
‘I think we’re going to see 
Americans cool it a little bit, 
he said of the gasoline rush. He 
said 
rationing 
could 
not 
be 
started in any event now before 
April 1 or April 15. 
He said “ I don’t think so” 
when 
asked if rationing was 
now likely. Later he said, “ We 
a r e v er y hope1 ful that we can 
avoid this rationing system.’’ 
Cole said in an Interview that 
state governments for now are 
handling the gasoline shortage 
well. “ I believe that the actions 
that are being taken by states 
where they need to be takon, 
can, at least as far as i can see 
in the future, take care of the 
problem as it exists right now.” 
But gasoline dealers around 
the country threatened to wreck 
the statewide systems of odd- 
even gasoline sales and limited 
purchases 
by 
“ pumping 
out” 
gas as fast as possible to run 
themselves 
dry.

dealers against FEO rules were 
heard Thursday from Boston to 
Seattle.

Mrs. Eisenhower, 25, under­ 
went a 45-minute operation in 
Indiana 
University 
Hospital 
Thursday and w'as expected to 
be 
hospitalized 
seven 
to 
10 
days. 
Mrs. Eisenhower, one of the 
strongest 
supporters 
of 
her 
father, 
President 
Nixon, 
was 
recuperating in a private, sixth- 
floor suite in the hospital. Her 
mother and her husband, David 
Eisenhower, 
25, 
flew' 
to 
In­ 
dianapolis Thursday night, ar­ 
riving at the hospital about a 
half hour after the surgery was 
completed. 
Mrs. Nixon flew in from Key 
Biscayne, Fla., aboard a small. 
Air Force jet, while Eisenhower 
arrived from Washington. They 
remained overnight, but it was 
not known how' long they would 
stay in Indianapolis. 
President Nixon and his other 
daughter, Tricia Cox, remained 
at Key Biscayne, but were in 
close touch with the hospital. 
Dr. 
Jack W. 
Pearson, per­ 
formed the surgery, assisted by 
Dr. Sprague M. Gardiner. Both 
are professors of obstetrics and 
gynecology at Indiana Universi­ 
ty Medical School. 


The hospital issued only one 
medical b u l l e t i n Thursday 
night,

It said Mrs. Eisenhower “ was 
found 
to 
have 
a 
bleeding 
ovarian 
cyst. 
The

A spokesman for the hospital 
said the cyst was removed, and 
no malignancy was found.

House Adjourns, Senate Still 
In Session In Indiana Legislature

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The 
1974 House of Representatives 
reached final adjournm ent at 
1:45 a m. today but the Senate 
stubbornly remained in session. 
The long gap between a d ­ 
journment sine die of the House 
and the Senate may set some 
sort of legislative history. It 
came about when Senate Presi­ 
dent Pro Tern, Phillip E. Gut­ 
man decided to continue the 
29th and final session day until 
10 
a m . 
today 
even 
though 
House Speaker Kermit O. Bur- 
rous went along with previous 
plans and ended the session as 
soon as the major bills, includ­ 
ing the supplemental budget, 
ethics and emergency medical 
services 
returned 
from 
the 
printer and were signed. 
Gutman gave as his reason 
that he wanted to save a Senate 
bill that gives the legislators 
some control over administra­ 
tive rules and regulations adopt­ 
ed by the executive branch The 
conference report 
passed the 
legislature on this bill shortly 
before midnight and was not 
back in printed form, for official 
signing until this morning. Only 
a handful of senators were on, 
hand for the final formality of 
adjournment 
in 
the 
Senate, 
which comes at the same time 
Governor Bowen is preparing to 
sign the principal energy-related 
bill of this short session 
A 10 a.m. signing ceremony 
in Bowen's office is scheduled 
for the bill reducing maximum 
speed 
limits 
throughout 
the 
state to 55 miles an hour. The 
reduction becomes effective 
March 1. It puts Indiana in step 
with other states that already 
have adopted the 55 mile li.nit 
in accord with a congressional 
mandate. 
One of the few other surprises 
on the final night was defeat of 
anti - pornography replacement 
legislation. 
Indiana’s 
statutes 
against obscenity were ruled in­ 
valid by the courts and the big 
efforts of the 1974 session was 
to fill this vacancy. The law­ 
makers went home without en­ 
acting such a replacement and 
the state, in effect, has no con­ 
stitutionally sound pornography 
law. 
The 
compromise 
bill 
that 
emerged 
from 
a 
conference 
committee was unsatisfactory to 
the Senate conferees and also to 
Governor Bowen, who said he 
was “ unhappy with the liberal 
effect” of the compromise bill 
but would sign it if there was 
nothing else available. 
The two supplemental budget 
bills, totaling $30 million in new 
expenditures, breezed through 


the House and Senate during 
the closing hours. So did confer­ 
ence reports containing bills to 
create a statewide emergency 
medical services, first-tim e 
ethics legislation, extension of 
the terms of the present justices 
DÍ peace and their constables 
until 1976, and a standby law 
to help schools hit bv court 
ordered busing for racial bal­ 
ance. 
Biggest single item 
in 
the 
state parks and recreatio na 
facilities. Also in the budget is 
$4 2 million for mental institu 
tions and $4 3 million for com 
munity mental health and men 
tal retardation centers, $1 mil 
lion for extra fuel for universi 
ties, 
$850.000 
for contingency 
funds for energy crisis pro 
gram s and $2.1 million for an 
Ohio river port. The budget also 
re allocates $5.8 million from 
existing funds for per-pepil sup­ 
port to public schools plus $3 
million in new funds for dis­ 
tressed schools. 
Statewide Medical Plan 
The first statew ide emergency 
medical services law, backed by 
Bowen, had a close call but fi­ 
nally passed both the House and 
Senate for a second time in a 
compromise form worked out 
by a second conference commit­ 
tee.

1960, and everyone knows what 
happened in that situation. 
There is a difference now, 
however. “We’re already wa­ 
tered down,” Ewbank said. “So 
is baseball.” There are now 
nearly 1,300 players on NFL 
rosters, compared with about 
400 when the AFL was founded 
in 1960.

race in which the prevailing

down to ‘you first, after me,’ 
Hank Aaron decided he didn’t 
want to live that way. In short, 
he 
preferred 
not 
to 
push, 
certainly not himself on other 
people. 
Accordingly, 
Hank 
Aaron 
wasn’t 
the 
most 
marketable 
commodity 
that 
ever 
came 
down the pike during most of 
his baseball career. 
He was always a good fellow, 
actually

congenial,

human being once you got to 
know him, but that was the 
trouble. Not that many really 
go to know Hank Aaron. He 
was 
as much responsible for 
that as anyone else, principally 
because

pushed 
himself. 
Modest To A Fault 
This isn’t intended to make 
Hank Aaron out as some kind 
of God. He’s not. He’s far from 
perfect. He has faults the same 
as anybody eke, but one of 
them isn’t self-promotion. 
For most of his two decades 
with the Braves, Hank Aaron 
was

Hindsight — Insight—Foresight 


A WEEKLY HOOSIER HISTORICAL COLUMN

One of the interesting 'things 
about the Civil War was that 
a number of yankee bora and 
bred military men elected at 
the outbreak of the rebellion to 
serve the Confederacy. Three of 
t h e s e 
became 
butternut 
Generals and one an admiral. 
One of these 
men, 
General 
Bushrod Johnson had Hoosier 
ties. 
The future rebel general was 
born in Belmont County, Ohio 
on October 7, 1817. His family 
early 
embraced 
the 
Quaker 
faith. Although his father Noah 
remained a “Buckeye” all his 
days, 
an older son Nathan, 
early came to Indiana, Nathan 
knew 
that 
new 
lands 
were 
opening daily and about 1819 he 
purchased, 
land 
in 
Wayne 
County. He did not immediately 
settle in Indiana but returned 
to Ohio. He studied medicine, 
married 
and 
Dr 
Nathan 
Johnson became active in the 
abolitionist movement in Ohio. 
By 1.838 his views on slavery 
had 
caused 
such friction 
in 
Belmont County that he came 
to 
Centerville 
to 
practice 
medicine, take up politics and 
support his Quaker brothers in 
their fight against slavery. His 
younger brother Bushrod wmuld 
come often to his homes at 
Centerville, R i c h m o n d , and 
Cambridge City to visit. 
Bushrod had decided in 1835' 
to take up 
what his 
great 
nephew described as a “rather 


strange career for a Quaker.” 
He applied to his Congressman 
for an appointment to West 
Point. 
This was granted on 
March 29,1836 and that summer 
Bushrod Rush Johnson took up 
his military career. 
His work at West Point was 
good but not outstanding. His 
first year he was 'twenty-third 
in his class of 211. But he was 
eighty seventh in. conduct with 
seventy eight demerits. By his 
third year he had acquired 
ninety demerits. They were for 
“profane swearing”, inattention 
loud talking and neglect of duty 
as orderly sergeant. That year, 
his standing was 162 out of a 
class of 231. 
By 
graduation he 
was 
In 
slightly better shape. During his 
fourth year he garnered only 
fifty-seven. 
He 
graduated 
number 141 out of a class of 
233. He selected the Infantry as 
his field and on July 1, 1840 
he was commissioned a second 
lieutenant with a starting salary 
of $778 annually. 
Army life frustrated him. It 
was 
not 
as 
glamorous 
and 
romantic as he had imagined. 
The 
pay 
was 
poor 
and 
promotion very slow. He was 
assigned to the Third Infantry 
Regiment and served in such 
p l a c e s 
as 
New 
Orleans, 
Louisiana; Florida; Kansas and 
Texas before being; assigned, to 
duty 
in 
Mexico 
during 
the 
Mexican-American War.

That conflict saw Bushrod 
behind a desk and not in action 
as he had dreamed. By 1847 
he was in plague ridden Vera 
Cruz as a. .first .lieutenant supply 
officer. Vera Cruz was full of 
c o r r u p t i o n 
and 
Johnson 
surrendered to it. On July 1, 
he offered one Major Seawell 
a bribe. He would offer “from 
me a net profit of between $1200 
and $1500.” The idea was for 
Seawell to 
ship army 
com­ 
missary properties to Johnson 
who would sell them and both 
officers would profit. Seawell, 
the ark of integrity, reported 
Johson to his superiors. Bushrod 
was relieved of his post and. 
ordered to Washington to face 
a board, of inquiry. The board 
recommended that he resign 
and 
Lieutenant 
Johnson 
ap­ 
pealed to President Polk. His 
appeal failed and on October 
21, 1847 he resigned and left 
the United States Army. 


He refused to return to far­ 
ming and cast about for a 
teaching position. By early 1848 
he was “professor of natural 
philosophy and chemistry with 
the rank of Major.” at Western 
Military Institute at Drennon 
Springs, Kentucky. Two of his 
teaching associates were James 
G. Blaine a future candidate for 
President of the United States 
and Richard Owen, son of New 
Harmony's Robert Owen. These 
years from 1848 to 1861 were 
good to Bushrod. He married, 
fathered a son and advanced 
through 
school 
ranks. 
He 
eventually 
became 
Superin­ 
tendent and full partner with 
Richard Owen. His dream of 
being somebody important was 
coming true. Just prior to the 
Civil War, Richard Owen sold 
his 
share 
in the school 
to 
Johnson. The school had been, 
moved from Kentucky to Nash­ 
ville, Tennessee and Johnson, 
was 
finding 
his 
place 
in 
southern society.

In the lesson today John the 
Evangelist 
gives 
us 
a 
terse 
account 
of the 
central event 
upon 
which 
the 
Christian 
r e l i g i o n 
is 
based— 
the 
crucifixion of Jesus. Jesus had 
been 
tried, 
largely 
by 
mob 
action, 
and 
had 
been 
con­ 
demned despite the efforts of 
Pontius Pilate to save him. 
It is difficult for people in 
this day and age fully to ap­ 
preciate the barbarous cruelty 
of crucifixion. The process of 
nailing 
a human being to a 
cross to die of hunger, thirst, 
and 
exposure 
while 
crowds 
watch avidly is simply revolting 
by 
any 
standards. 
But 
in 


The Sunday School Lesson for 
February 
17 
is 
entitled, 
“ Victorious 
in Death.’ 
John 
19:17-22; 28-30. 


Roman times it was intended 
to be. The purpose was to inflict 
a final humiliation on a con­ 
victed 
criminal which 
would 
make his name a word of in­ 
famy. He was to be an example 
for other men who might be 
tem pted to commit the sam e 
crime; a terrible symbol—in the 
ironic 
French 
phrase— “ pour 
encourager les autres.” 
King of the Jews 
It 
was 
a 
custom 
also 
at 
crucifixions to nail a sign to 
the top of the cross naming the 
crime of which the criminal had 
been covicted. John tells us that 
Pilate 
wrote 
such a 
sign 
in 
Hebrew, Greek, and Latin, and 
put it on the cross. It read, 
“ Jesus of Nazareth, the King 
of the Jew s.” The reason for 
the three languages was simply 
that 
it 
could 
be 
read 
by 
everybody. Hebrew ( or more 
properly, 
A ram aic) 
was 
the 
language of the Jews; Greek 
was the language of commerce 
and culture, and Latin wras the 
language of the Roman officials. 
But the reason for the title, 
“ King of the Jew s,” is more 
obscure. Pilate perhaps wanted 
to justify the crucifixion on the 
ground 
that 
Jesus 
was 
a 
revolutionary. 
Perhaps 
he in­ 
serted 
Nazareth 
because 
he 
knew' that it would offend the 
Jews of Jerusalem , who looked 
down upon Galilean Jews. Or it 


might be that the title was 
intended as a final taunt by 
Pilate at the crowd which had 
compelled 
him 
to 
order 
the 
death of a man in whom he 
had found no “ crim e.” We saw 
in last week’s lesson how Pilate 
had 
tried 
to 
save 
Jesus 
by 
making it plain that he had no 
pretenses to being a king in 
the literal sense. Now perhaps 
by the sign he was telling the 
crowd 
with 
ill-concealed 
sar­ 
casm, “ Behold your own king 
whom you have crucified.” 


T h i s 
interpretation 
is 
strengthened by the subsequent 
action 
of 
the 
chief 
priests. 
According to John they did not 
want the sign to proclaim that 
Jesus was King of the Jews; 
instead they wanted it to read 
that he said he was King of 
the Jews. The fact that Pilate 
would not change the wording 
may strengthen our inference 
about his motives. 


From Degradation to Glory 


From the historical point of 
view it is truly astonishing that 
this 
spectacle 
of 
crucifixion, 
intended to be the ultim ate in 
human degradation, has become 
the symbol of all that is glorious 
in 
the 
Christian 
faith. 
Most 
churches—Catholic, 
Protestant, 
and Orthodox—use the cross as 
a 
symbol of dedication, 
and 
Catholics treasure the crucifix 
as 
a 
constant 
rem inder 
of 
Christ’s sacrifice. 
If the facts of the crucifixion 
are brutally d ear, the meaning 
and interpretation of it is not. 
If God is all-powerful and all- 
loving, why did He choose this 
way of offering eternal life to 
His children? Why did His son 
have to die that others might 
live? Unitarians of the early 
nineteenth 
century 
felt 
that 
there 
was 
a 
complete 
con- 
t r a d i c t i o n 
between 
the 
atonement (crucifixion) and the 
concept of a loving God. As one 
of 
their 
ministers, 
William 
Ellery Channing, put it—if a 
human 
father 
nailed 
a 
son 
without sin to a cross in order 
to redeem other sons from evil 
ways, he could only be regarded 
as 
a 
monster. 
Yet, 
said 
Channing, “ How does this differ 
from 
the 
doctrine 
of 
the 
atonem ent?” 


Interpreting the Atonement 
Orthodox Christians can give 
no 
conclusive 
answer 
to 
the 
problem 
of 
the 
atonement, 
although hundreds of theological 
treatises 
have been 
written 
about it. But this much can be 
said. The Bible makes it plain 
that all sin entails suffering. In 
the Old Testam ent the Jews 
suffered for their own sins. In 
the atonem ent God so loved the 
w o r l d 
that He 
absolved 
believers 
for 
the 
personal 
suffering. But, for reasons we 
do not understand, he did not 
rem it the suffering but took it 
upon himself in the person of 
Jesus Christ. The life of religion 
has been experience, not logic. 
T h e 
verification 
of 
the 
atonement 
comes 
from 
the 
effect 
it 
has 
had 
upon 
the 
millions who have believed it, 
not from speculations about the 
divine motives behind it.
